That’s the First Night Announcement — But Does It Start Then? 


By DOROTHY PARKER 


HERE is a_ something, undoubtedly, 
about an opening night, whether of a 
play or of a feature photoplay. To 

become a first-nighter is to achieve prestige 
in one of the simplest and most curiously 
inexplicable ways. 

“Oh, yes, I was there at the opening”’— 
it sets you up sweetly above your fellows 
to say that with careful casualness. Your 
hearers look at you with a becoming respect; 
immediately you are a marked New Yorker, 
one who walks with assurance along the 
ground floor. Few things can make you feel 
so comfortably, so unassailably, the heir of 
the ages. 

And you can have it all for the. cost of 
two first night tickets—or a sum scarcely 
more than a king’s ransom back in the days 
when people ransomed mislaid kings. 

I don’t know just why being present at a 
play's maiden performance should be classed 
so high among. desirable , achievements. 
Attending a first night certainly represents a 
triumph of hope. Maybe the play will be 
perfectly great; and maybe—maybe, nothing, 
alas! Probably—and that’s just the word— 
it will be just another one of those thngs. 
Even glamorous stars and glittering authors 
have been known, shall we mildly say, to dis- 
appoint. You cannot be sure what your 
evening's entertainment will be, or even if 
it will be entertainment at all. Well, maybe 
it is that element of chance that lures you 
to the theatre. 

There is a curious prestige about being at 
an opening when the lights go wrong; or the 
prologue is massacred; in a_ stage play 
when a bewildered leading lady trails out in 
a magnificent exit, barring the accident of 
putting on her opera cloak upside down; or 
when a trembling leading man ringingly an- 
nounces “I will leave no stone unburned.” 

The first night audience is one thing that 
makes people yearn for openings. It is like 
mo other assemblage. First-nighters are late 
with a dogged and faithful lateness. The 


manager may advertise for a week, ‘The 


play will begin at 8:30 sharp” and may even 


utter black threats about not seating anyone 
after the beginning. But only those dear 
souls who believe what they read in the 
newspapers take his printed word. 

At eight-thirty most of the audience is 
approaching the finish of dinner. Those who 
have arrived are standing in the lobby, nobly . 
braving the draught, to see the rest come in, 
There are few new faces; addicted first- 
nighters see one another over and over again. 
There is a clubbiness to it, an intimacy, an 
endearing small-town air. 

“There he is!” you hear them whispering, 
excitedly. “Look, he’s got that blonde with 
him again. I wonder if they’re really going 
to get married?” : 

Or, “Don’t look now,” they murmur, “but 
she’s just come in—with a man young enough 
to be her son. You never see her with the 
dark one any more. I wonder what hap- 
pened.” Or, “What do you think—she’s with 
her husband tonight? I heard it was all off. 
Some one who lives in the same apartment 
said she had absolutely left him.” It is rather 
like the country post-office while the mail is 


being sorted. 


About quarter to nine they begin to stroll 
into the theatre. But not yet to take their 
seats. Friends must be greeted, celebrities 
identified. They jam the space back of the 
seats, and only a snow-plow or an All 
American football player could get through 
them. Not until a minute or so before nine 
when the house is darkened and the play be- 
gins, do they extend their stubs to che ushers, 
The first fifteen minutes the accompaniment 
Is of trampling feet, clanging seats, the firefly 
gleams of ushers’ flashlights. 

But, once seated, no actor, no manager, 
could ask a more naive, a softer-boiled audi- 
ence. When the star appears they do every- 
thing but a snake dance in their ecstasies. 
Really, every new opening finds them as 
hopeful and excited as children at a Punch 
and Judy, : | 

And hope and excitement are contagious 
things. That, I guess, is what makes every- 
body want to go to opening nights.

OLLYWOOD—Capital of Fashion! 
That’s the new distinction promised 
for the Cinema Metropolis by no less 
a person than Norma Talmadge, who told 
millions of radio listeners last week that her 
home town would succeed Paris as Dictator 
of the Modes.

HE first prohibitionist, some one has face-
